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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Proposed claim 1 would raise a new issue under 35 USC 1 12, 2d paragraph, in that the added limitation that 
"said polymer degrades into said polyanionic polymer segments" appears to conflict with earlier language stipulating that "all polyanionic 
polymer segments in the polymer are linked ... by a said linking moiety" (cf. claim 1, II. 4-5). The requirement that all polyanionic polymer 
segments in the polymer be so linked would appear to preclude degradation of the same polymer according to the added limitation. 
Further, to determine the patentable significance of the added limitation (not present in any finally rejected claim) would require further 
consideration and search, and more than a cursory review of the applied reference and evidence of record. . 
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
